A strong tropical system produced constant rainfall for 3.5 days. The rain caused the Staunton River in Virginia to rises to the highest levels ever observed. Several 
mills, mill dams and houses were destroyed. The heavy rainfall also caused the James River at Richmond to rise several feet in less than one hour. Mail service south of 
Richmond stopped for days because roads were impassible.
